Jaime Hallas dies 
in Westfield fire

ATTLEBORO — Jaime Hallas 
took extra college classes and 
worked part-time summers be- 
fore returning to Westfield State 
College where he studied to one 
day become a regional planner 
who could design rural touches 
in cities. 

Growing up in the quiet neigh- 
borhood of Woodstock Road and 

spending sum- 
mers fishing in 
Maine provided 
the grist for the 
ideas of the 20- 
year-old aspiring 
environmental 
planner. 

But instead of 


helping him plan 
Jaime his dreams, the 
Hallas Hallas family 
today is planning 


his funeral. 

Hallas, a junior at Westfield 
State, succumbed to smoke in- 
halation and died at Noble Hospi- 
tal after an early morning fire 
Friday swept through a second- 
floor apartment in downtown 
Westfield. 

“Parents aren’t supposed to 
bury their children,’ said Hallas’ 
uncle, Bob Carroll. ‘‘The whole 
family is just devastated.’ 

Six other Westfield State stu- 
dents were injured, three criti- 
cally, and were either taken to 
Noble Hospital or Baystate Med- 
ical Center in Springfield. 

The cause of the 3:40 a.m. fire 
is under investigation by West- 
field police and fire officials and 
the state Fire Marshal’s office. 


Family members interviewed 
described Jaime as a bright and 
quiet student who took summer 
classes at Dean College in 
Franklin and worked part-time 
at the Chartley Country Store in 
Rehoboth. 

“He had a bright future ahead 
of him. He was never a problem 
with his mother. He was just a 
good boy,’ said Jaime’s uncle 
Richard Carroll.

Steve Quinn, a representative 
of the state Bureau of Fairs and 
Equine Activities, said a proper 
stable permit gives the Legers 
permission to have pony rides 
any day of the week.

Tim, who is 10 years 
older than Jaime, moved back 
home at 82 Woodstock Road last 
year and served as the parent of 
the house. 

His parents, Brian and Linda 
Hallas live in Newark, Ohio, 
where Brian Hallas works as a 
manager for a defense contrac- 
tor which builds guidance sys- 
tems for sophisticated aircraft. 

Brian Hallas used to work for 
Northrop before the company 
was taken over. The new firm of- 
fered Brian Hallas a high-paying 
position in Ohio so he agreed to 
stay on, family members said. 

“They are just totally devas- 
tated,’ said Tim Hallas, who 
spoke to his mother after the po- 
lice broke the bad news to him 
Friday morning. 

Jaime Hallas went to elemen- 
tary school at St..John’s the 


Evangelist School and then went - 


on to Bishop Feehan High School 
where he graduated in 1995. 

At Bishop Feehan, he was a 
member of the Spanish Honor 
Society and the math team as 
well as being an athlete. He 
played basketball, ran track and 
was on the boys’ swim team. 

“He was an outstanding young 
man,” said Bishop Feehan High 
School Principal George Meilot. 
“The staff that knew him here 
are just very sad. It’s tragic.’ 

The last family member to see 
Jaime was his grandmother, 
Margaret Carroll, who said he 
‘cooked her a steak dinner Labor 
Day Weekend before leaving for 
college. 

“T said ‘Bye, Jaime’ And he 
said ‘Yeah, bye. I’ll see you’,”’ she 
said before being overcome by 
emotion. 

Westfield Deputy Fire Chief 
Bill Phelon said the blaze broke 
out in a second-floor bedroom of 
a two-family home. He said in ad- 
dition to the students, a family of 
six or seven people lived down- 
stairs.

Listed in critical condition at 
Baystate Medical Center in 
Springfield were Kimberly Mc- 
Cullough, 21, of Chicopee; James 
Ebitson, 20, of Westford, and 
Raymond. McKinstry, 20, of 
Grafton, a hospital spokeswoman 
said. 

All were identified as students 
of Westfield State. 

Two other students, . Matt 
Leone of North Easton, and 
Daniel Babcock of Brighton, 
were released after treatment at 
Noble Hospital in Westfield. 

“Our campus is saddened by 
this tragedy and all of us feel 
deep sympathy for the families of 
the students involved,’ said 
Jeanne Julian, a college spokes- 
woman. | 

Investigators focused on the 
possibility that someone knocked 
over a candle or dropped a light- 
ed cigarette in the wake of back- 
to-school partying earlier that 
evening. They said people also 
may have been slow to flee be- 
cause they were drunk. 

‘Alcohol and fire do not mix,’ 
said David Percy, a state fire 
marshal at the scene. In a fire, 
he added, ‘‘you’re disoriented 
anyway.” 

A neighbor, who spoke on con- 
dition that his name not be used, 
said he heard people in the house 
chanting ‘“‘One.

“And David put his hand into the bag and took 
out a stone, and with his sling, struck Goliath in 
the forehead.” The scene was a standing room only 
stadium in Attleboro. With the game on the line, 
Dana Fiatarone lofted a twenty-six yard field goal 
through the uprights to break the tie and to secure a 
17-14 win over the heavily favored Attleboro 
team. This victory, possibly the greatest in the his- 
tory of Feehan football, is enough to argue that this 
years team is one of the greatest teams assembled 
in the schools history. 

The story of their success goes back one season. 
Coach Lanagan made a bold promise at the begin- 
ning of his first season as head coach for the Feeh- 
an Football team, he guaranteed a Super Bowl Vic- 
tory. In no one’s dreams could anyone picture the 
team blossoming this soon. Riding the wave of mo- 
mentum, coming off a seven game winning streak 
fast year, this year’s team had many variables and 
questions. Picked to finish third in their league in a 
preseason poll, skeptics felt graduation had been 
harsh and that Feehan was lacking offensively. An 
undefeated season however silenced the critics, as 
Feehan far exceeded afl expectations. 

The secret to this year’s success was in the de- 
fense department. With a solid defensive fine that 
recorded 11 sacks and a secondary that had nine in- 
terceptions. The defense was fundamental in victo- 
ties over North Attleboro and Bishop Stang, one of 
three shutouts. 

Offensively, the team was led by quarterback, 
senior, Brett Poirier. The backfield as led by half- 
back and co-captain Shaun Waters, with junior 
Noah Sheriden at fullback. The successful passing 
game can be attributed to wide receiver Tom Morin, 
who connected with Poirier for a total of 305 yards 
and eight touchdowns.

The toughest leg of the season was the first 
three games. After narrow victories over North, 
Stang, and Attleboro, Feehan cruised through it’s 
next couple games, but injuries would put some 
stumbling blocks in the way of the bowl bound 
Shamrocks. With seniors Shaun Waters and Brett 
Poirier and junior superstar Noah Sheridan afl out 
with injuries, Feehan’s depth was put to the test. 

Three juniors emerged from the background to 
carry the team the fast leg of the season. When 
Poirier could not play in the Sharon game, backup 
Tim Flanagan stepped up and delivered a fourth 
quarter touchdown to narrowly overcome Seekonk 
and preserve an undefeated season. But the Noah- 
fess Shamrocks needed someone to fill some big 
shoes in the Archbishop Williams game. They 
didn’t disappoint, with Cassidy having a career day 
with 122 yards and three touchdowns and Fitzsim- 
mons adding 109 yards and a touchdown. 

This year’s team holds the illustrious distinction 
of having the only undefeated season in the schools 
history, and its only superbowl berth.
